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POWER MEASUREMENT REDEFINED 


The FCC has redefined power measurement requirements for the ham as PEP 
output power instead of the former “Input power". This is effective as 
of August 29th, 1983. SSB, CW and FM must be measured by Peak~Envelope- 
Power. For the next 7 years, AM will be permitted tobe measured by old 
nethod of “Input Power". The P.E.P. output is set at 1500 watts mascimum. 
The commission said the new definition of power, would enable Amateurs 
to transmit at the same maximum, across all bands. Power would not be 
limited by the decline in amplifier efficiency, at higher frequencies. 
While Amateur operators will be required to comply with this rule, but 
will not be required to keep specific equipment on hand, to make these 
power measurements.
